Plane Wreck WALL OF PREJUDICE? 


SECHELT, Dec. 9 (BUP) 
Identity of plane wreckage spot- 
ted on a 2,000-foot 
Sechelt Peninsula was expected 
within a few hours today follow- 
ing the arrival at the scene this 
morning of a ground party 

The wreckage was believed to 
be that of a Queen Charlotte Air- 
lines twin-engine Anson aircraft 
that disappeared last Friday on a 
flight from Vancouver to Comox.

The correct method of cut- 
ting is to remove the heads or 
centres first, and this promotes 
the growth of shoot’ down the 
stem. These side growths are 
ready to use when about four 
inches long and tender enough 
to remove with thumb and 
finger 

A heavy cold spell retards the 
production of side shoots, and 
under these conditions we use 
the more tender leaves on the 
upper portion of the plants. The 
leaves may be picked and used 
even when the plant is buried 
under snow.
